Apparently not in Dekesel, who first lists a Rome, 1592 Italian edition in folio, 
followed by a Rome, 1592 Italian edition (with variations) in quarto, but none 
with a Venice imprint. The collation corresponds to the copy offered in Seaby 
(Rare Books) Ltd. Catalogue 4, Spring 1981, item 4, where its publication is given 
as “n.p. [Rome], n.d. [ 1592].” Both Hirsch and Lipsius list this publication as: “In 
Vinegia, s. a.” Rada y Delgado cites the entire title given at the beginning of this 
description, though he makes a few typographical errors. The border enclosing 
the title cited above appears to be identical to a “second title” of the Rome, 1592 
edition reproduced at the bottom right comer of page 26 of Dekesel, though the 
text of the title itself is entirely different. Presumably the example offered here is 
a very rare issue, published in Venice, of the first printing of the first Italian edi¬ 
tion of Agostini’s celebrated study of ancient coins. Sandys considered the Dia¬ 
logues to be a “masterpiece in classical archaeology,” and Fulvio Orsini and Paolo 
Manuzio said of Agostini that he was the “vindicator and restorer of true learn¬ 
ing,” and the “repository of all antiquity." Based on the success of this work, 
originally published in Spanish in 1587, Agostini is often regarded as the father of 
Spanish numismatics.

The 
author, Mintmaster at Brussels from 1612 to 1613, was also a well known historian 
and the author of several major numismatic works as well as the engraver of these 
charming if inaccurate plates depicting over 700 French medals of the period. Rare.

Perhaps the most lavish work on American numismatics ever 
published. The set offered here is in a magnificent binding, fully equal to the quality 
of the contents, signed bound by Matthews in gilt at the base of the front inside 
cover. It is imprinted 1881, and is the only example of this edition that we have ever 
heard of or seen. Originally published in 1878, the great majority of sets are so 
dated, though we have handled a few sets with an 1880 imprint in recent years. 
Loubat’s proclivity for recognition continues unabated during this period; the listing 
of various affiliations following the author’s name has grown from four lines in 
1878, to seven lines in 1880, and to nine lines in this 1881 edition. A resident of New 
York City, the Duke inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from The 
New-York Sun notes that he, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate 
idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of 
numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of 
American historical and numismatic research. In 1 890, he endowed the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres of the Institute of France with an annual income of 
1,000 francs, to be awarded every three years for the best work pertaining to the 
history, geography archeology, ethnology, languages, and numismatics of North 
America. He also endowed Columbia University with similar prizes of $1,000 and 
$400, to be awarded at the close of every quinquennial period. In 1907, His Excel¬ 
lency, Joseph Florimond, Duke of Loubat was chosen to be a member of the 
"Academic des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres," one of the five great Academies con¬ 
stituting the “Institute of France.” He was the first American honored by admission 
to its circle, which is limited to only forty members. In this, his magnum opus, the 
author relates “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789. entertained the idea of publishing 
an account of all American medals, struck up to that time.” but it remained for Loubat 
to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of 
Numismatics noted: "His sumptuous work on the Official Medals struck by the au¬ 
thority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” Conceived in 
1862, this magnificent work required sixteen years and an outlay of $25,000 to com¬ 
plete. The paper for the book was specially made by Blanche! Freres & Kleber, 
Rives and the plates were printed in Paris by A. Salmon. The text was printed by 
Francis Hart of New York. Sets were originally offered for sale at $30.00. Bouton’s 
1878 prospectus proclaims “As but a very limited edition has been printed, an early 
application is necessary to secure copies." Loubat's magnificent production did in 
fact not sell well at the time, witness the sizable hoard of original 1878 sets uncov¬ 
ered in the 1960s. Doubtless the hefty price tag combined with the specialized nature 
of the work limited initial sales. This makes it all the more difficult to understand the 
existence—with the discovery of this set—of three different imprints. Cleveland 
Amory’s 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s 
famous 1 88 1 brouhaha with another of his prestigious affiliations, namely the Union 
Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after ten¬ 
dering a payment of $ 1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull 
on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not mar¬ 
ried: "Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he 
did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly 

replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to_ 

her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public but he 
was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one 
point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Even¬ 
tually reinstated after litigation in 1 886, Loubat never again passed through the Union 
Club door, though he lived until 1927.
